Tx Virginia Enterprise, of the 
24th instant, published an article 
in which stockmen were advised 
to market every available hoof in 
the State, giving as its reasons for 
so advising that the coming winter, 
if severe, would cause the death 
of thousands of cattle, owing to 


the scarcity of feed on the plains. 


We have no doubt but what the 
writer is an expert on mining af- 
fairs, but the article referred to 
proves conclusively that he and 
cattle affairs are strangers. Such 
advice, if followed, would mean 
ruination. The markets of the Pa- 
cific Coast, although distant thous- 
ands of miles from Chicago, are in- 
directly controlled by the prices 
ruling there. The drouth in Ili- 
nois and Wisconsin has forced 
thousands of cattle into that 
market, and the result has been 
to send prices down to such 
an extent that thousands of 
feeders have either been financially 
embarrassed or forced into bank- 
ruptcy. To follow the advice of 
‘the Virginia expert would cause a 
like calamity on the Pacific Coast. 

Although reports from a few 
sections of the sagebrush country 
in regard to feed are not as en- 
couraging as they might be, the 
western range country as a whole 
is in splendid condition. Our cat- 
tlemen should not force the 
market; there is no particular ne- 
cessity for it, and by exercising 
due caution and conducting oper- 
ations on true business principles, 
there is no reason why good prices 
should not prevail this coming 
fall. All indications point that 
Way.

A Fight Between the Troops and 
the Colorado Utes.

A Battle With the Utes. 
DENVER, August 27. 

A News special from Rangely, Col., 
at 10 a. M. by courier to Glenwood 
Springs, via Meeker says: A fight oc- 
curred at a place six miles west of 
Rangely, in a little canyon between 
the mountains. The Indians had 
planned an ambush, but scouts dis- 
covered it and retreated in time. The 
[Indians then opened fire, and Major 


Leslie, commanding the scouts, which 
were augmented by Major Hooper’s 
Aspen volunteers, returned fire from 
behind the rocks. Tue Indians showed 
themselves and fought deperately, 
und upon the first concentraied fire of 
the troops, two Indians fell and one 
white man, Dr. Dumont, of Meeker, 
with Kendall’s band, was wounded. 
For three hours the battle raged inces- 
santly. Then the Utes retreated to 
the timber, aud only = skirmish 
shots were fired during the day. 
It antinued until 11 o'clock 
last naht but no one was injured. 
Jac: Ward, oneof Ken all’s men, was 
shot down during the first part of the 
ant. The whites -aw eignt Indians 
dragged behind the line. The In:lians 
were dead. There are five whites 
wounded. Their names are not 
known at this time. This engage- 
ment is the first real Laptism of blood 
since the beginning of the campaign. 
The chances are that a more serious 
battle will occur to-day. Further 
news is awaited with impatience.
